prome Councd in April 1866, 


When the Great Master Pythagoras 
went to Crotoua to reside, the Maygis- 
trates of the City, seeing what a power 
he exercised over the hearts and interests 
of men, at first thought him dangerous, 
but afterwards consulted him. He coun- 
selled them to sacrifice to the Muses, and 
to preserve the most perfect harmony 
among themselves; ‘‘for,”’ he said to 
them, “it is the quarrels among the 
Masters that lead those who obey to re- 
volt; and then he gave them this great 
religious, political and social precept : 

‘ There ts no evil that is not preferable 
fo Anarchy . 

The truth thus enunciated is of uni- 
versal application and of intinite signifi- 
cance, and yet even ourowao age is not 
sufliciently enlightened to comprehend it. 

‘There will always be in the world, and 
in every State, Society and Order, where 
men have risen above the level of bar- 
barism, an empire and a Priesthood. If 
not the true, there will be the false; the 
physicians or the charlatans. You call 
the Free-Masonry of the Ancient and 
Accepted Scottish Rite ‘the Royal and 
Sacredotal Art,’ and in you are concen- 
trated its Sovereign Powers of (iovern- 
ment. If you donot rule by the divine 
right of superior intellect and knowledge, 
the house of your power is builded on 
the sands and net upon the solid rock, 
aud shall not stand, 

When those who govern do not prove 
themselves equal to their mission, they 
wield but & barren sceptre, and are for- 
tunate if they do not fall into merited 
contempt. The world is far more in- 
clined to ridicule than to reverence Ma- 
sonic dignities and titles, and they seem 
to it idle, empty and unreal, when com- 
pared with the glories and insignia of 
rank and nobility, or the undefined 
powers in evil times conferred on Civil 
and Military Subalterns. Our preten- 
sions are too lofty to permit us to be in- 
efficient without being laughed at as 
ridiculous. Witbout real autbority and 
power, Masonic titles are not even re- 
spectable, however ostentatiously men 
may wear them. 

The Ancieut and Accepted Scottish 
Rite isin its organization a Hierarchy. 
But ** we do not ascend to knowledge by 
stairs of stove, bor -are the hierarchical 
steps of the spirit builded with mortar, 
like the stories of atower. If they were, 
the summit would be fucessantly strug- 
gied for, and the multitude would indis- 
ecriminately climb, jostling each other, 
towards the top. To satisfy all ambi- 
tions, by making the summit wider thau 
the base, the tower would need to be so 
built as to rock in the wind and fall into 
ruin at the firet shock.”’ 

The tendency in all Masonry is to sub- 
stitute anarchy for authority. It will in 
the end become resistiess, if those who 
govern are not equal to the exigencies of 
the station to Which they have aspired, 
and if they donot by wisdom and energy 
prove that it is beat for those who obey 
them, that they should continue to rule. 
If uoder them, as under ayother system 
the sphere of duty of the initiates is con- 
tinually legsemed, and their obligations 
become 1 and less real, and the ineffi 
ciency and uselessness of the goverument 
chiefly commends it to those who are best 
pleased with that which requires of them 
the least possible amount of labor and 
sacrifice, then the Order will either not 
extend, or if it does so its Constitution 
will soon be subverted, and pone will 
mourn for those who have lost by inertia 
a power anda place that they did not 
cleserve to retain. 

it is in our power to increase the num- 
ber of our Initiates until they shall 
be counted by tens of thousands, 
and yet to maintain unimpaired the dis- 
tinetive feature of our Organization, and 
to prevent the Order from sinking into 
that condition of uselessness and decay 
that wears the delusive mask of pros- 
perity which every association has worn 
foratime afterthe true initiation had 
died out in the Sanctuary. 

But we cannot do this by negleeting 
the duties of our office, or by attending 
to them only when there is nothing else, 
of business or amusement, that has su- 
perior demands upon our time We can 
do it, by exercising wisely our legitimate 
authority, not merely to show that we 
possess it, or outof a desire to rale, bit 
for the benefit and profit of the Brother- 
hood; by labouring with energy and 
prudence to extend the Rite, not merely 
by inducing many men to receive 
the degrees, and then permitting 
them to negleet the duties and the 
studies by whieh alone the true 
initiation is obtained; but by in- 
creasing the number of the frve Adepts 
and real Princes of the Royal Secret, un- 
derstanding the symbols of the high de- 
grees, and appreciating the magnificent 
truths which these symbols were in- 
tended to conceal from the many, that 
they might by diligent study and pro- 
found reflection be discovered by the 
few. 
You are ‘the Chiefs of Exalted Ma- 
sonry.’ Your powers are real and 
substantial. If you do not duly esti- 
mate tbem, it is not possible you should 
well perform the corresponding duties. 
The highest of these accompany only 
the highest powers: and knowledge and 
power must go hand io hand, or it is less 
honor to govern than to serve. ‘ Kvery 
man,’ Plato said, ‘who shall endeavor to 
make common that exalted knowledge 
which accords with the eternal truths 
and Oracles of God, and whieh we must 
gather within ourselves by profound 
meditation, seeking-the sacred fire in its 
proper source, Will undertake that task 
jn vain, and the only harvest he shall 
reap of his labor will be, that excepting 
a fewto whom God has given intelli- 
vence enough to aee within themselves 
these heavenly truths, he will cause con- 
tempt for them in some, and will fill 
others with a vain and rash confidence, 
as though they knew marvellous things, 
which pevertheless they do not know 
at all,’ 

ou style yourselves ‘Sovereign Grand 
Inepectors General, Grand Elect Knights 
of the Holy House of the Temple, Grand 
Commanders of the Holy Empire” You 
are so, if you know the RoyvaL SECKET 
and understand the Doctrine. 
You claim to hold ail the powers of the 
first end last Grand Masters of the Tem- 
plars, within this jurisdiction; and that 
the claim is valid, there isample internal 
evidence in the degrees, fo those who 
nnderstand then. The Kadoseh are the 
real So/diery of the Temple ’ 

It is thus written in the Fourth Book 
of Esdras, ch. xiv, vv. 6, 26 and’45: 

“These words thou shalt publi#h, and 
these thou shalt bele. 

‘‘ And when thou hast finished, some 
things thou shalt publish, and some thou 
shalt show eecretiy to the Wise. 

, The Highest epake, saying, 

‘The first that thou hast written, publish 
Openly, that the worthy and the un- 
read it; but keep the 
seventy last, that thou mayest deliver 
them only to such as be Wise among the 
People. For in is them the spring of 
understanding, is the fountain of wis- 
dom.’ 
Nothing is more worthy of study than 
the symbols which are the oracles and 
hieroglyphies of the High Degrees of our 
Rite. Those alone imagine that they 
understand them fully, who bave hardly 
begun to catch glimpses of their mean- 
ing. When one has studied and re- 
flected on them for years, he begins to 
see how wide the field is, how much re- 
maine to be discovered, how maoy hiero- 
glyphics to be deciphered, how much 
Masonry is like a half-exhumed city 
buried centuries ago under the ashes 
rained from Vesuvius. 

The duty of the Hierophants was to 
teach the highest knowledge to the //ec/ 
among the Initiates. You can truly 
govern in Free Masonry, only while you 
inatruet. Two duties are equally im- 
perative and sacred. One is, to set the 
feet of the initiates in the right path, 
and aid them in interpreting the symbols, 
according to the ancient method of in- 
struction. Those only are fit to advance, 
who succeed in partially comprehending 
the symbols that surround them. The 


Jotber is, to confine the teachings 
of the Rite within its own Tem- 
ples. What is taught there, by our 


rituals or orally, should not be spread 
abroad in books or periodicals published 


for reputation or for private profit. As 
Ihave not always been free of blame 
in this regard, I may speak of it 


with the less fear of offending any one 
who has in like manner erred. 

Our instruction and discoveries ought 
to be jealously retained within our Sanc- 
tuaries. Our degrees are not mere com- 
mew taries, or commentaries at all, onthe 
Btue Degrees. Legitimate commentary 
upon these, indeed, would be but brief. 
That the Master Mason obtains only a 
sulstitute for the True Worp is exceed- 
ingly significant and suggestive, for 
every one who will reflect. If the old 
Mastera have in those degrees con- 
cealed the profounder meaning of the 
symbole, I will not be wiser than 
they, and reveal them.
